The  people  have  a  just  right  to  com- 
plaiu,  and  it  is  clearly  their  duty  to  in¬ 
terfere,  and  if  possible  put  a  stop  to  it. 
No  one  se3ms  willing  to  make  a  move  to 
accomplish  that  object,  consequently 
there  is  no  check  given  to  the  full  enjoy- 
rpeut  of  their  illegal  practice. 

From  tho  earliest  time,  the  sanctify  of 
the  Sabbath  has  been  respected,  and  gen¬ 
erally  enforced  l>y  legakenactmeDts.  At 
all. times  the  Sabbath  has  been  protected 
by  law,  and  thoso  who  do  not  believe  in 
it,  indicate  their  respect  for  it,  by  clos¬ 
ing  their  pluces  of  business,  as  conduc¬ 
ing  to  good  order.  Humanity  demands 
the  general  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 
Working  men  who  spend  the  Subbuth 
iu  the  saloons,  driuking,  need  p  day  or 
two  ter  recover  their  wasted  strength  ; 
but  those  who  spend  the  day  iu  tin*  house 
of  God  aud  at  their  homes,  return  to 
their  work  on  Monday  with  renewed  en¬ 
ergy  and  spirit.  It  is  the  testimony  of 
mauy  business  men,  thut  but  for  the  re¬ 
pose  which  the  Sabbath  brings,  it  would 
be  impossible  for  them  to  prosecute 
their  several  callings.  But  the  keepers 
of  driukiog  saloons  destroy  tha  sanctity 
of  the  Christian  Sabbath,  and  make  it  a 
working  day  for  themselves.  Tlij*y  de¬ 
sire  full  liberty  to  carry  <m  their  traffic  ( 
through  the  sacred  day,  aud  who:  is  to 
be  benefited  ?  Not  the  working  class 
surely,  for  they  spend  their  hard  earnings 
and  get  no  eqnivelont  for  it,  not  even 
food,  and  in  many  cast's  the  wife  and 
children  »it  home  are  suffering  for  the 
want  of  the  uecess  tries  of, life. 

General  drinking  iu  u  community 
means  general  proverty.  If  evtfry  sa¬ 
loon  were  closed  in  the  town,  the  wealth 
and  comfort  of  our  people  would  In*  in- 
defiuently  augmented,  for  it  iu  claimed 
that  not  less  than  one  hmulred  and  fifty 
dollars  are  paid  fur  drink  every  dtty  in 
the  town.  Some  claim  over  two  hundred, 
and  >t  large  number  who  are  paying  out 
this  money,  are  complaining  thut  they 
CHu’t  get  money  to  pay  their  tuxes,  while 
they  are  paying  indirectly  five  trtpes  the 
amount  of  their  taxes,  for  what  does 
them  no  good.  Cun  any  check  be  effect¬ 
ed  for  the  good  cf  onr  citizens  ?  Can 
the  suloon  keepers  be  mojle  to  close  their 
buck  doors  as  writ  as  their  fronts  on  the 
Sibbatli  day  ?  Is  it  not  time  for  tlie  cit¬ 
izens  of  the  town  to  ixove  in  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  that  object  ?
